The Starving Workmen in the Hock- 
ing Valley. 
—_— oe , 

Graphic News From a Region of Desolation 
—The Blaine Syndicate Responsible—How 
the Miners Will Vote on Tuesday—The 

Ohfo Battlefield.

Spectal Correspondence of the Post-Ditepatch. 

NELSONVILLE, On10, October 9.—A situation that 
is tragical obtrudes itself into Ohio politics when 
the wooded hills are crossed that bound the splendid 
valley of the Hock-hocking River, one of the wealth" 
jest of nature's storehouses on the American Con. 
tinent. Why the skeleton which grins at the desolat 
tion of a thousand homes in this region has no 


‘| wandered out beyond these hills and apprised the 


people of the fertile and prosperous North that here 
is presented an issue that dwarfs all other questions 
—the issue of life and death—not even the politicans 
seem to know. The men, women and children, who 
from sheds and brush tents on the bill 
sides, look longingly on the homes 
whence they have been evicted, understand 
the question so well, so horribly well, that it seems 
to them that all the balance of the world must un- 
derstand it without their telling. They understand 
that up toa very recent date they, to the number of 
some twelve or fifteen thousand, were happy and 
prosperous in their employment by the corporations 
and individual operators who were competing with 
each other in developing the coal and ore of the 
valley. They understand that one day 
eS A GREAT SYNDICATE 
came in and swallowed up all the corporations and 
operators thus engaged, and that another day this 
syndicate issued the merciless order that, competj- 
tion being destroyed, all miners who had theretofore 
been receiving seventy eents per ton for digging mus. 
thereafter dig for fifty cents perton or quit. They 
understand and remember that when they urged 
upon the syndicate the fact that their homes had 
been there for many years; that their children had 
beén reared there; that tohunt new homes would 
be a desperate alternative,and that 50 cents per ton 
meant slow starvation, the syndicate responded, 
with great good nature, “Fifty cents or quit!" They 
remember the evictions that followed their p rotests, 
and finally they remember that the most distin- 
guished namein thelist of stockholders of that 
syndicate, which they have so little reason to love— 
the name that was used for building it up and or- 
ganizing it—isthat of 

JAMES G. BLAINE. 
If, while suffering from hunger and from rain, as 
many of them literally are, they smile grimly as 
they read in flaring circulars that the workingmen's 
millenium will come the day they elect Blaine Pres- 
ident, itisnotout ofan intentional disrespect 
to Mr. Blaine, but because they cant’t help it. 
They see but one side to this question, namely, that 
the syndicate prospersand the miners suffer. Ex- 
planations that the syndicate has a perfect right to 
prosper and that the miners have a perfect right to 
suffer are neither sought after nor welcome, 
although not infrequently offered by indiscreet de- 
baters. And yet, 
A TRIP TO-DAY THROUGH TWO SECTIONS, 
where the scenes are darkest and the lines most

rayed itself on their side. I questioned the ragged 
and hungry-looking men with great perseverance on 
this point in each district, and I found not one in ten 
who had hitherto voted the Republican ticket that 
would now express an intention of voting with the 
Democracy. Ispeak accurately when I say that. 
without exception, <Y "a whom Isaw attributed 
their misfortunes largely td Mr. Blaine, and scouted 
the denials of himself -and his friends as so many 
brazen lies. But, instead of casting their votes with 
the Democracy, where they would be doubly effect- 
ive in punishing the man who has incurred their 
animosity, they have, with singular unanimity, de- 
termined to vote 
THE GREENBACK TICKET. 

As for reasons, they are in no state of mind to give 
reasons, beyond the general declaration that they 
are tired of both parties. Not only is this the case, 
but quite a number of Democratic miners, suffering 
from the same causes, have determined on the same 
remedy. This state of affairs, I am assured, is 
not simply local, but extends throughout the min- 
ing district. My observation and information is 
that, of the large Greenback vote which the valley 
promises, one-third will be drawn from the Democ- 
racy and two-thirds from the Republican ranks. 
Hence, while the mining troubles will inure to the 
benefit of the Democrats, so far as the old vote is 
concerned, the advantage does not promise to beso 
large as bas been estimated. and 

THE HOCKING VALLEY VOTE WILL HARDLY DECIDE THE 

ELECTION. 

Two hours before I drove into the large mining 
village of Buchtel, two poor Swedes died in agony 
from the effects of the explosion of a keg of pow- 
der. New in the country, they came a few days 
ago to help fill the places of the evicted miners at 
50 centsaton. Strangers tothe use of powder in 
mining, they took a keg into their working ceil and 
fired it accidentally. Their mangled bodies were 
buried this afternoon in the village grave-yard, at- 
tended to their graves by a corps of Pinkerton's 
men. The bodies were still warm when I arrived, 
and arrangements were making for the funeral, 
while gathered on the sidewalk near the cottage 
where they lay were forty or fifty ‘grimy and hol- 
low-eyed men, whose breasts and whose conversa- 
tion were filled with a horrid mixture of sympathy 
for the friendless dead, and of satisfaction that the 
work of installing “black legs” was not without its 
disasters. A number of white specks over to the 
west, beyond the line of cottages, showed where, 


was to 
the half-naked families of some of these men were 
living as they had lived for seven or eight long 
weeks. Ata gallop around a turn on the road came 
a frightened mule, pulling after it a frightened Ger- 
man or Polish youth, who was with difficulty keep- 
lag his feet and yet seemed fearful to let the ani- 
mal go, as he would be blamed by the company 
which employedhim. “Head him off!" shouted 
some one, but this was followed by a score of yoices 
yelling, “No! no! Let it kill thed——d black-leg.” 
Just as the young man fell ana was about to be

 hean put cut.ef their houses by the company in 
this town, and they are bringing biacklegs in as fast 
as they can hire them. They have got nearly five 
hundred Poles, negroes and Italians in our places, 
and it looks like they are going to vote them all 

We can’t prevent them, even if we know they just . 
came to this country, because there are one 
hundred Pinkerton men, all with rifles, to keep us 
beck and let them do as they please. But we know 
every new man, and they will not vote if we can 
help it.” 

~“Where bave your people all moved to?” 

“Some out of the State and the rest have crowded 
togéther in the few houses that are left to us, some- 
times six or seven families in one little house.” 

“And how are you all going to vote?" 

“Bome of us are Republicans and some are Demo- 
crate, but we are going to vote the Greenback 
ticket.” | 

This statement was indorsed by all within hearing. 
The great merchandise of the syndicate, as well as 
the mouth of the three mines or drifts, are all 
guarded by Pinkertonian blue-coats, and ‘‘halt” is 
the word there as well as all over the forty square 
miles of territory that the syndicate controls. The 
fumbling of a Winchester gives the word much 
force, and a stranger is kept in a constant state of 
nervousness as he travels. These men are 
discovered in ail sorts of odd places in the 
vicinity of company property—behind trees, in’ 
sheds and behind brush-heaps. In many cases as 
pass from an officer is necessary before one can get 
through their lines, and, in some cases “the public 
roads are actually blockaded by them. 

“Our only purpose,” said 

SUPERINTENDENT WALTER KRAFPFT, 

of the Buchtel mines, is to operate our own works as 
we see fit. We have found it necessary to employ a 
very large force of Pinkerton men, but we are pro- 
&ressing nicely with the work. Our new diggers 
consist of Poles, Hungarians, Swedes and Germans, 
and one of our mines is being operated altogether by 
negroes from Pittsburg. We now have about 525 men 
at work here and at Murray City, and are increasing 
the number as fast as possible. I think very few of 
these men have any vote, and Ido not know their 
political predilections, as we have been too busy 
with the strike to think of politics. Of 
course, when the old men would not work at our 
price, we had to put them out of our houses to make 
room for the men that we brought here, but what- 
ever we did in that way was done by procesé of law. 

Yonder comes a new lot of men just from Pitts 
burg.” And Mr. Krafft pointed to a procession of 
about twenty men and two women, all of whom 
were evidently new atrivals in the United States 

who were marching from a special train which had 
just fetched them, their front and rear bemg guard- 


‘ed by the blue coats. I drove out past long rows of 


company cottages, the windows of which were 
tightly boarded witn new planking, suggestive of 
the harrowing scenes of a few days before, when 
their old occupants were driven out, and an 
hour later reached Murray City, having passed 
on the way two of the huge, but 
silent furnaces of the syndicate. Mr. Ferguson, one 
of the company officers, told me that he had twenty 
Pinkerton men and no trouble to speak of, and was 
getting out more coal with his new importation 
than before. The company had put the old men 
out of the houses where it became necessary, but 
had done it lawfully. It was made apparent in two 
minutes that Mr. Ferguson was no good source of 
political information, and to try to go to the mine 
was fo invite death. To John Bodamer,a sort of 
leader among the strikers, I applied for data as to 
the voteof that region. “To tell you the truth,” 
d to see allthe Republican min- 
eS ticket, but I am to be 
disappointed. While all but seven, or possibly 
eight, have deserted Blaine, nearly all of them insist 
on voting the Greenback ticket. I don't 
know why, and it does not make much 
difference why. It is so all through the 
Valley. The feeling against Biaine and the syndi- 
cate is intense with the miners, because the reduc- 
tion was entirely unnecessary. Paddy Rend is op- 
erating mines at several points in the Valley, and he 
is paying the old price of seventy cents, and says he 
is making money on it. If hecan do it the syndi- 
cate can do it. He is giving work to as many of our 
men as possible. The syndicate, on the contrary, 
has brought here about 165 men, who are mostly 
immigrants and paupers, and, by living like hogs, 
they are able to work for fifty centa. Talk about 
coolie labor! This is just as bad. Twenty-cight 
men and two women live, eat and sleep in two rooms 
and ai kitchen yonder. The houses of 
these imporiations are guarded by tweny 
of Pinkertou’s men, whose willingness 
to shoot has been proved by the shooting of one 
Ithlian through the chest and the shooting of one 
militiaman by accident. They fired a fusilade in- 
side the lines last night, pretending they were being 
attacked, just to frighten one of their own men. 
With ali the shooting they have done, none of our 
men have ever been caught where they could hurt 
them. A good many of our men have left, but I 
think the Democratic majority will be much in- 
creased this year.” 
Talking with a number of the other idle miners, I 
was told by all of them that 
THE BLAINE VOTE HAD “/IRTUALLY DISAPPEARED, 
and that the Greenback ticket was booming. 
Going to Carbon Hill, I found in John Short a very 
intelligent man, who repeated to me the same 
story of disgust at Blaine and Greenback gains. The 
most distressing picture presented in the valley, he 
said, was the town of Straitsville, which is a place 
of 3,000 inhabitants, and which is composed of peo- 
ple who depended entirely on the mines and fur 
naces. The town has four churches and ten or 
twelve schools, which were established by the min- 
ers and iron workers. The syndicate got possession 
of tne furnaces and closed them down, and finally 
closed their five mines. This left the town without 
a single dollar of revenue save 
what comes from Paddy Rend'’s mine. 
Rend is paying seventy cents and crowding 
five and six men in where two usually work. These 
men pay each two dollars per week to support the 
strikers, and the sum contributed by them ands 
few other individual minersto the support of the 
men who are out is about twenty-five hundred dol- 
lars per week, This is distributed by a relief board, 
but is barely sufficient to feed the people dependent 
upon it, This city of three thousand people is, 
therefore, on the verge of starvation, and the Blaine 
syndicate has given notice that not a wheel is to be 
turned there in nine months, the company's {m-

An Impartial Review Inclines toa 
Democratic Victory. 


The Reasons for This Belief—Two Impor- 


tant Interviews— The Hottest Political 
Fight in the History of the Country— 
Latest Claims of the Respective Parties— 
Republican Treasure—Governor Wallér 
and Gen, Manney. 


Putting aside the stereotyped assertions that they 
are sure to win, which the representative men on 
either side are making as a political matter of 
course, and regarding only those circumstances and 
actions and collateral facts which go to constitute 
corroborative evidence, I am convinced that the 
situation to-day is far more favorable to aDemocratic 
than a Republican victory on Tuesday next. The 
current and jubilant declaration among Democrats 
to-day has been: “We've got’emon the run.” It 
is hardly necessary to say that this statement is in- 
correct. The Republicans may be slaugh- 
tered, but they manifest no disposition 
torun. Every man of them thatI have questioned 
to-day has, with much seriousness, me that 
the contest was the hardest they were ever engaged, 
in, and that there was no time for laughing,but they 
intend to win. Their managers are intensely sober, 
amazingly industrious, and given to making no re- 
marks above a whisper. They are stldom on the 
streets, save en route from hotel to headquarters or 
headquarters to hotel, and they are disgustingly 
averse to giving any information whatever, even of 
the/ most general character, as to what they 
are doing. Their headquarters on Third street, 
in a capacious old family mansion, are silent and 
dismal, but asmall army of penmen and type writ- 
ers are busy there night and day. 

MR. DUDLEY’S SANCTUM 
is on the second floor and can only be reached after 
four or five pickets have been passed. Consequent- 
ly very few men in Columbus have seen the inside 
of it. I have been here a week and have seen Dud- 
ley but once. Mr. Filley is with him most of the 
time and Governor Boutell of Maine spends a large 
part of each day in_ the building. Em- 
issaries are constantly going and coming, 
and the air of mystery that prevails is very oppress- 
ive and discouraging to correspondents, who are 
hunting for a leak. If Mr. Dudley were to work all 
the time as he does now, he would earn much more 
than the* $5,000 per year he is drawing from the 

Government for his services. 

Among the several strong evidences that the Re- 
publicans are not pleased with the status of affairs 
is the quite general disposition on their part to con- 
demn their campaign committee as being so utterly 
inferior to the Democratic committee. In fact, the 
word incompetent has been frequently used in that 
connection to-day. Now, were 

. THE SIGNS OF VICTORY 

favorable, it is not at all probable that these gentle- 

men would have anything but praise for their cam- 

paign managers. Another very significant circum- 
stance in the same line is the fact that, notwith- 

. ‘Btanding the now very positive evidence that all 
three of the anti-Prohibition organizations in the 
State have determined to support the Democratic 
ticket, the Republican statisticans still insist that 
no large portion of the German vote has left them. 
A third and very strong circumstance of the same 
kind is the fact that, in the face of 
the stubborn and vindictive position the miners of 
the Hocking Valley have assumed toward Blaine 
the Republicans assert that that vote will, when the 
day of battle comes, prove loyal to the Republican 
party, and yet, notwithstanding all of these claims, 
which,seem to people who are mere Jookers-on, to 
be untrue, not a single prophet among the Repub- 
lican statesmen is willing to estimate a higher ma- 
jority for his ticket than 10,000. As to how the 
bearing of the opposing forces affects an observer, I 
may quote 

GOVERNOR WALLER 
of Connecticut, who arrived here yesterday, for a 
couple of day's stay: 

“When I left my home to come West,” said he, 
“T did so gvith many misgivings for the fate of 
Ohio. In fact, judging from the very moderate and 
guarded statements the gentlemen of the Democrat- 
ic press had been sending to Eastern papers and 
from the very florid accounts of Republican gains 
which the press of the other side were presenting, I 
saw very little reason to hope for a victory in this 
State. I was thoroughly amazed, therefore, when J 
reached here, to find how firm and confident the 
Democracy was. I found Governor Hoadly to be 
fairly enthusiastic in his confidence of Democratic 
victory, and that, too, after he had 
been making tour after tour in various 
sections of the State, I found them ready, more- 
over, to give what seem to me to be good 
reasons forthe faith that was in them, I was 
more astonished still at the contrast between the 
Republican claims, asI had read them and the 
gloomy aspect of the gentlemen who are identified 
with the Republican campaign, Iam very glad our 
party has not made any strong representations of 
victery here, of course; because a defeat might 
then have a depressing effect on our November fight; 
but, speaking as an outsider who knows nothing 
of the aspect of affairs out in 
the State, I must say that the eydences I see here 
are of the most encouraging character.”

But I have been with 
him; have been watching the effects; have seén 
how people rushed by thousands and tens of thou- 
sands to see and hear him, and I am finally con- 
vinced that my judgment was wrong and his visit 
bas done splendid service to the party.” 

“Then, since you believe that the vote on Tuesday

you must be of the opinion that had he not come 
the Democrats would have carried the State?” 

“I confess I do entertaln that opinion. I am an 
old campaigner, but I tell you, and I mean it, that

LOOKING UP.

The leading banks report a gratifying in- 
crease of deposits.

Popular names are never 
given consciously, and the name of Fair Week bids 
fair to stick toa week of unusual and exceptional 
festival. 


Ture is nothing like it anywhere else. In a 
larger city than St. Louis it would be impossible, in 
a smaller city it would be ridiculous.

THE WEEK ABROAD. 


There died recently in one of the suburbs of Brus- 
sels,a German named Baron de Reichenfels, to 
whose life an interesting romance is attached. The 
Baron was no other than- Prince Henry XX of 
Reuss, a scion of a noble and prominent German 
family. Not’many years ago he fell deeply in love 
with Mdlle. Clotilde Loisset, a celebrated eques- 
trienne, who had made areputation all over the 
the continent for her daring and skill. His affec- 
tion was reciprocated, but an aimost insuperable 
bar to their marriage existed in the strict German 
laws, by which the Prince on his maraiage with the 
equestrienne wouid forfeit his title and estates.

and it is but reasonable to expect that this unassisted 
growth will insure a triumph for his party. He re- 
fers to the fact that, although four years 
ago Ohio gave Garfield 35,000 majority, 
and although the Republicans declare 
that they have lost but MIittle of the 
German vote, and have gained much of the Irish 
vote, yet the most extravagant Republican claim at 
present is but 10,000 majority.

Compared with other nations Americans are little 
addicted to keeping green the memory of their great 
men in marble, granite or bronze. When it is re- 
membered that England boasts fiftéen monuments 
tothe Duke of Wellington, and as many again to 
Prince Albert, and that France has commemorated 
the great Napoleon’s achievementsin endless col- 
umns and triumphal arches, jt will be seen that 
even the father of his country has found little recog- 
nition here in the monumental line, This fact may 
perhaps explain the movement that has recently ac- 
centuated itself among a certain class of our 
wealtier citizens. They have apparently decided to 
do themselves what they know very well will never 
be done for them after their death by the. public, 
and if their plans are only carried out, the country 
will soon rejoice in some of the most gorgeous spec- 

imens of the sculptor’s and architect's art that the 
world has ever seen. 

The credit of giving an.impetusto art in the 
direction indicated is due to Mr, Jay Gould,

who, probably knowing something of the ingrati- 
tude of republics and having reason to believe that 
the public would hardly trouble itself to erecta 
monument to his memory, concluded last year to 
perpetuate his name by the erection of a mausoleum 
at his own expense in Woodlawn Cemetery. The 
matter was intrusted to Mr. H. A. French, the tomb- 
stone architect, and work on it was commenced last 
January. At the time of writing the mausoleum is 
all but completed and presents the appéarance of 
the accompanying cut. It is wholly of white West- 
erly granite, stands on an elevation almost exactly 
in the center of the Woodlawn Cemetery and without 
doubt constitutes the principal feature of that inter- 
esting spot. It measures 23 feeg by 87 at the base 
and is 25 feet high. The architecture of the monu- 
ment is of the Ionic order, but nevertheless it has no 
direct resemblance with any known antique temple 
or construction. From afar the building reminds 
one strongly of the Parthenon and only 4 near ap- 
proach and closer inspection-reveal the very marked 
| difference in the construction and style of the two.

The windows at the 
rear of the building are of stained glass and are also 
very fine. One thing is lacking on the edifice, and 
that, strange to say, is the owner's name. One 
friend of Mr. Gould's told the Post-Dispatcn man 
that this gentleman'sinnate modesty was the cause 
of thig omission. 

As to the cost of the work, it has been variously 
estimated at from $100,000 to $200,000, but there are 
good reasons for believing that it really is below the 
first-named figure. . 


MR. VANDERBILT'S GOTHIC TOMB. 


Either prompted by a spirit of emulation, or de- 
sirous merely of followinga good example, Mr. 
William H. Vanderbilt has lost no time in laying 
plans for the construction of a monument similar to 


Mr. Gould’s. Mr. Vanderbilt, like his father, the | 


Commodore, was born and reared at New Dorp, the 
little Moravian settlement on the southern shore of 
Staten Island, and it is on that historic spot that his 
mausoleum will soon be built. During the past few 
months Mr. Vanderbilt has had three different arch- 
itects at work preparing designs for the same. Each 
fubmitted his idea to the millionaire, and as far as 
can be ascertained the designs represent in the accom 
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panying cut has been that gentleman’s selection. 
The style of this edifice is Gothic in the main, though 
ithas an admixture of old Saxon The towers 
closely resemble those of the Ely Cathedral in En- 
gland. They will be 40 feet high, while in length the 
building will measure 60 feet. Standing on an emi- 
nence about a stone's throw from the village Mr. 
Vanderbilt's mausoleum will be the first object of 
interest seen from afar by the storm-beaten mariner 
as he approaches the Narrows. The cost of the ed- 
ifice will not be below $150,000. Consequently it will 
leave Mr. Gould's mausoleum far behind it.

Commodore C. K. Garrison’s fine mausoleum at 
Greenwood is faithfully pictured in the ‘accompany- 
ing cut.

From Commodore Garrison’s monument to Mr. 
Rufus Hatch’s tombstone is a great drop in the mat- 
ter of pecuniary value. Nevertheless Mr. Hatch's 
obelisk is not one of the least noteworthy features 
of Woodlawn Cemetery. It is 35 feet high and 
measures about 10 feet by 10 at the base. The shaft 
is of Quincy granite, while portions of the pedestal 
are marble. Mr. Hatch’s plot is large enough to 
contain haif a regiment of dead bodies, and at some 
future date, it is understood, ne will ‘follow the 
lisk with a gigantic mausoleum.

MR. RUSSELL SAGE'S SHAFT. 
Mr. Russell Sage’s monument is somewhat similar 


to Mr. Hatch’s. It is situated in Oakwood Ceme- 
tery, Troy, and is considered a magnificent piece of 
masonry inthat section. Mr. Sage erected this 
obelisk, which is of stone, avout twenty years ago, 
and spent, it is said, some money on it. People who 
claim to be acquainted with Mr, Sage’s affairs say it 
can not have cost him far below $2,000. At any 
rate, whatever the monument lacks in decorative 
beauty it makes up for in size, being 22 feet high 
; and 15 feet around the base. Close by repose the 
remains of James Buell, late president of the Im- 
porters and Traders’ National Bank, of which Mr. 
Sage is at present vice president.

avenue, in Greenwood Cemetery, New York. is the 
white marble column erected to the memory of Mr. 
J. A. Perry, who was Comptroller of Greenwood 
Cemetery from December 4, 1843, to August 26, 1882. 
A broad flight of gray granite steps lead up to the 
flower-covered knoll under which lie the remains of 
Mr. Perry, and above which the marble column 
stands. 

Not twenty feet away from the Peyry monument 
is the Henry Siefke column, erected two weeks ago. 
On the top of the white marble an angel stands 
with folded wings and clasped hands, looking down 


on the flowers which loving hands have placed upon 
the grave. The flowers are stili fresh and green, 
and the inscriptions, “Love” and “The Golden 
Gates Ajar,” distinct. , 

The Matthews monument, sacred to the memory 
of the late John Matthews, the soda water manu- 
facturer, stands on Walnut avenue. Mr. Matthews 
is represented lying ona ri¢hly sculptured sarco- 
phagus, from the corners of which four pillars rise 
supporting the canopy, on the ceiling of which Mr. 
Matthews is represented just as he attains the age 
of manhood. Members of the Matthews family are 
portrayed in the pillars. From the top of the can- 
opy a spire rises to the height of 36 feet. 

The monument which tells the story of 

THE LIFE AND DEATH OF HORACE GREELEY 

is very plain, but expressive, A bronze bust of the 
great editor, erected by printers throughout the 
country, stands on a square white pedestal, on the 
front of which the young printer is standing with 
his composing stick in his hand: On the north side 
is seen a plough, in bas relief, and on the opposite 
side a marbie pen and rolled-up parchment. 

The Brown Brothers’ monument is one of the 
most artistic pieces of work in the cemetery. Four 
columns rise from a marble pedestal, in the centre 
of which a tempest-tossed ship is sinking in the 
waves. From the canopy, supported by the pillars, 
heavenly faces look down atthe vessel. The ship 
represents the Arctic, which, it will be remembered, 
sank with six members of the Brown family on 
board. The monument is of the finest Italian mar- 
ble which the great bankers could obtain. 

Some distance upon Landscape avenue stands a 
littie vault containing the remains of the well-known 
Dr. Scudder. The door leading to the vault is ivy- 
grown and moss-covered. The lettering is indis- 
tinct, and the history of Dr. Sendder lives only in his 
family and among thecemetery guides. 

On Greenborough avenue is told in marble, black 
and white, the sad stofy of Charlotte 
lover, Charles Albert Jarrett. Charlotte Canda was 
thrown from her carriage while returning from a 
birthday party on her seventeenth year. A path- 
way of marble leads up to the church-like tomb, 
and on all sides angelic figures and maidens stand 
in white. Everything around is emblematic of her 


| youth, Her lover, who died two years afterwards, 


is byried near-by. The monument cost $35,000. 

The Kelsey monument fs one of the most famous 
marble memorials in the cemetery. The three 
Graces, Faith, Hope and Charity, and the goddess 
Justice stand at the head of the monument. The 
inscriptions are finely chiseled and recite the lives 
of the different members of the Kelsey family who 
lie buried beneath the Graces. 

The members of 

THE SCRIBNER FAMILY 

now dead are buried on Cypress avenue, and above 
the graves stands a marble temple. Thetemple is 
one of the finest productions of the Italian sculp 

tors. Eight pillars rise from an octagonal base to 
support the roof of the temple, beneath which Hope 
is represented. At the base of the temple, in ala- 
baster marble, is told the history of Christ, repre- 
senting each scene from the child born at Bethle- 
hem to the ascension of the Savior. An immense 
amount of money is spent annually by the family 
in keeping the miniature temple as ft came from 
the sculptor’s hands and decorating the green knolis 
around it. 

[One of the memorial columns which attracts great 
attention is the monument to Capt. John Correja. 
The Captain's friends thought that he was lost at 
sea, and a statue of the old man was erected to his 
memory. Captain Correja came home years after- 
wards, and would on no consideration allow his 
monument to be taken down. He spent many a day 
in the cemetery listening to the eulogisms of his 
friends, who still thought he was dead, and always 
returned home happy except on one occasion, when 
he captured a curiosity seeker attempting to steal 
the sextant in the statue's hands which he had used 

at sea. He now lies beneath the monument, and 
loving friends guard his sextant and scatter the 
roses above him, . 

On Battle avenue is seen the granite tomb and 
statuary recalling the life of the great railroad king 
Mr. T. C. Durant, who, in life, was vice-president of 
the Union Pacific Railroad. The statuary is ex- 
quisitely cut and exceedingly realistic. 

One white pillar, with two broken columns of un- 
even length, glisten in the sunlight over the Deder- 
ich M. Havemeyer plot. There is a broad entrance 
leading to the columns of paved gray stone.

in the cemetery. The vault stands 
nema eainineion, and at the first sight one 
sees the likeness between the dark stone house in 


the cemetery and Steinway’s Hall in the city. 
Everything has been done to make the representa- 
tion exact, and the memorial house, in its entrance, 
rounded sides and sloping roof brings to one's
